Small Cran in Venice Harbor Is 


Run Down. 


Venice, March 20.— A torpedo boat 
cut dow n a small passeng er steam er 
which plies betw een Venice and Lido, 
a chain of Sandy islands separating 
th e lagoon of Venice from the A driat­ 
ic, and fifty persons w ere drow ned. 
T h e sh arp nose of the torpedo boat 
w ent through the stern of the ste am ­ 
er, which sank alm ost immediately. 
A lthough m any A m ericans a re visit­ 
ing Venice it is not believed th a t any 
w ere aboard th e steam er. 
Fifteen persons who were on deck 
at the tim e w ere saved by the crew 
of th e torpedo boat.

to rescue those who sank with the 
steam er, but w ithout avail.
